HOW  TO  GROW  AND  STORE  GLADIOLUS 

Gladiolus  are  quite  hardy,  and  can  be  planted  as  soon 
as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground. 

In  this  climate  we  start  planting  about  April  1st,  con- 
tinuing to  June  20th,  this  giving  us  a continual  bloom 
until  frost. 

In  preparing  the  soil,  we  find  the  use  of  well-rotted 
manure  gives  the  best  results.  (Be  sure  it  is  well  rotted). 
It  should  be  plowed  or  spaded  into  the  soil  to  a depth  of 
at  least  6 inches. 

In  planting  in  drills,  furrow  or  dig  out  to  about  6 
inches  deep.  Sprinkle  on  one  side  of  drill  a good  potato 
fertilizer;  then  rake  in,  mixing  the  fertilizer  with  the 
soil,  until  the  drill  is  about  4 inches  deep.  The  potato 
fertilizer  is  simply  to  give  the  bulbs  a good  start,  and 
the  manure  to  carry  out  the  further  development.  Avoid 
using  new  manure,  as  it  is  high  in  ammonia,  making  it 
very  harmful.  New  manure  can  be  used  if  spaded  or 
plowed  into  the  ground  in  the  fall.  In  case  you  can  not 
get  well-rotted  manure,  sheep  dressing  is  very  good. 

You  Can  A-FORD  To  Buy  From  FORD 
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Many  growers  use  a combination  of  potato  fertilizer 
and  bone  meal,  mixed  in  equil  parts.  Gladiolus  can  be 
grown  in  this  way  with  very  good  results,  but  the  flowers 
do  not  stand  up  as  well,  the  petals  not  having  as  heavy  a 
texture  as  when  grown  with  manure. 

The  bulbs  should  be  planted  at  least  4 inches  deep,  and 
from  4 to  6 inches  apart,  to  get  best  results.  We  plant 
in  double  rows,  in  drills  at  least  two  feet  apart.  Gladiolus 
can  be  planted  in  beds,  like  tulips.  In  this  case  we  advise 
planting  a mixture  of  early,  mid-summer,  and  late  varie- 
ties, thus  giving  a continual  bloom. 

Gladiolus  grown  in  a hedge,  with  dahlias  as  a back- 
ground, make  a beautiful  showing.  In  doing  this  be  sure 
to  leave  a space  of  at  least  2%  feet  between  gladiolus  and 
dahlias,  to  prevent  any  possible  shading  by  the  dahlias. 

Avoid  shady  places,  as  gladiolus  grow  best  in  the  open. 
In  case  the  season  is  dry  a good  watering  once  every  ten 
days  or  two  weeks  is  very  beneficial.  Soak  the  soil  to  a 
depth  of  6 inches  or  more.  A light  watering  does  more 
harm  than  good,  as  it  gives  the  feeders  a tendency  to 
work  toward  the  surface,  rather  than  downward.  After 
a rain,  or  watering,  the  soil  should  be  stirred  to  a depth 
of  1 to  iy2  inches,  to  retain  the  moisture. 

Gladiolus  should  be  dug  as  soon  as  the  foliage  begins  to 
turn  brown.  After  digging,  cut  the  tops  back  close  to 
the  bulbs. 

Then  spread  out,  to  a depth  of  not  more  than  2 or  3 
inches,  to  dry,  in  a place  where  there  is  a good  circulation 
of  air. 

In  about  two  weeks  they  should  be  sufficiently  dry  so 
that  the  old  bulb  roots  and  the  bulblets  can  be  removed. 
After  doing  this,  place  in  shallow  boxes,  not  more  than 
3 inches  deep.  Store  in  a good  cool,  dry  cellar,  before 
there  is  any  danger  of  freezing. 

These  directions  for  cleaning  and  storing  should  be 
followed,  for  if  the  roots  are  allowed  to  stay  on  too  long, 
or  stored  in  boxes  which  are  too  deep,  the  bulbs  are  liable 
to  rot,  or  become  diseased.

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HOW  TO  GROW  AND  STORE  DAHLIAS 

Unlike  the  gladiolus,  the  dahlia  does  not  require  too> 
rich  a soil.  We  find  a good  potato  fertilizer  the  best. 
Heavy  fertilization  causes  plants  to  run  to  foliage  rather 
than  bloom. 

Tubers  should  be  planted  at  least  4 to  6 inches  deep,, 
and  2 feet  or  more  apart.  Mix  well  in  the  soil  of  the  hilll 
a small  hand-full  of  fertilizer;  then  place  the  tuber  flat 
down.  Do  not  stand  tuber  on  end. 

If  season  is  dry,  a good  watering  once  every  week  or 
ten  days  is  very  beneficial.  Soak  the  soil  to  a depth  of 
at  least  6 inches.  A light  sprinkling  of  water  is  more 
harmful  than  beneficial,  for  it  gives  the  feeders  a ten- 
dency to  work  toward  the  surface,  rather  than  down. 
After  rain,  or  watering,  the  soil  should  be  stirred  to  a 
depth  of  from  1 to  1 14*  inches  to  retain  the  moisture.  It 
is  a good  plan  to  hill  the  plants,  same  as  potatoes. 

In  planting  dahlias,  select  a sunny  location,  for  they 
do  not  thrive  in  the  shade. 

In  the  fall,  the  tubers  should  be  dug  and  stored  in 
a cool,  dry  cellar,  having  an  even  temperature  of  40  to 
45  degrees. 

As  soon  as  dug  in  the  field,  cut  the  stalks  about  2 or  4 
inches  from  the  crown.  Pack  in  boxes  or  bins,  with  tho 
crown  down,  to  prevent  the  moisture  in  the  stalk  from 
working  down  into  the  tubers,  as  this  will  cause  rot. 

Care  should  be  taken  to  keep  the  tubers  from  too  much 
air  circulation  or  heat,  as  this  is  liable  to  cause  them  to- 
dry  and  shrivel.  For  small  lots  we  find  it  the  best  plan 
to  pack  tubers  in  dry  sand. 

In  the  spring,  divide  the  clumps  in  such  a manner  that 
each  division  includes  a part  of  the  crown  having  at  least, 
one  eye.  These  eyes,  or  sprouts  as  they  are  sometimes: 
called,  will  begin  to  show  up  in  the  spring,  thus  making 
dividing  easy.

(Clipping  from  Boston  Advertiser.) 

The  story  of  the  growth  of  Ford  Gardens  is  one  of  the 
most  interesting  in  New  England  industry.  The  begin- 
ning took  place  only  little  more  than  three  years  ago, 
when,  on  August  1,  1921,  Mr.  Ford  planted  $3.75  worth 
of  pansy  seeds.

The  year  1924 
saw  four  acres  of  dahlias,  four  acres  of  gladiolus,  and 
two  acres  of  hardy  plants,  besides  blackberries  and  rasp- 
berries. 

Creates  New  Gladiolus 

In  the  last  two  years  Mr.  Ford  has  created  and  named 
over  100  new  varieties  of  gladiolus.  The  Alyce  Fortune, 
named  in  honor  of  Miss  Alyce  Fortune,  of  the  Belmont 
Flower  Shop,  has  created  more  than  a mild  sensation  in 
the  gladiolus  world,  every  blossom  on  the  spike  coming 
out  at  one  time.  Clarissa  Fuller,  a beautiful  soft  shade 
of  rose-pink,  was  named  with  permission  of  Miss  Fuller 
of  the  West  Elm  Flower  Shop.  This  new  creation  is  well 
adapted  for  set  pieces  and  funeral  work,  fourteen  blos- 
soms coming  out  on  the  spike  at  the  same  time.  Miss 
Agnes  Linehan,  a beautiful  shade  of  cerise  pink,  is  a won- 
der, and  was  named  especially  for  Miss  Linehan,  who  also 
is  of  the  West  Elm  Flower  Shop.  Ruth  Amos,  named  by 
Miss  Ruth  Amos,  former  popular  leading  lady  of  the 
Brockton  Players,  is  a beautiful  shade  of  American  Beau- 
ty. 

Of  Indescribable  Colors 

Wilbur  Ford,  named  in  memory  of  Mr.  Ford’s  son,  is 
considered  by  gladiolus  critics  to  be  one  of  the  best  seed- 
lings ever  produced.  This  variety  has  no  throat  mark- 
ings, and  the  color  is  indescribable,  having  over  twenty 
shades,  and  colors  blending  together. 

Margaret  Donovan,  one  of  the  new  smoky  shades  which 
are  now  the  craze  with  gladiolus  fans,  is  considered  one 
of  the  finest  of  its  kind.  This  variety  was  named  in  hon- 
or of  Miss  Donovan  of  the  Belmont  Flower  Shop. 
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Grand  Master  Belcher  is  another  combination  of  a va- 
riety of  color  blended  together,  the  petals  being  both 
splashed  and  mottled.  Named  expressly  for  Joseph 
Belcher  of  Avon,  Mass. 

Miss  Helen  Kirby,  a new  shade  of  light  lavender  almost 
self-color,  was  named  for  Miss  Helen  Kirby  of  Whitman. 

Over  40,000  Bulbs 

By  request  of  the  Oklahoma  Garden-Flower  Club  of 
Oklahoma  City,  Mr.  Ford  has  had  the  honor  of  naming 
one  of  his  new  productions  Oklahoma  City.  The  color  of 
the  gladiolus  is  a bright  flame,  with  a pure  sulphur-yellow 
throat. 

Over  40,000  bulbs  were  raised  from  seed  last  year  at 
the  Gardens.  These  will  all  bloom  this  year  and  will  pre- 
sent a delightful  sight,  40,000  blossoms,  and  no  two  alike. 

Visitors  are  always  welcome  at  the  Gardens  and  have 
the  privilege  of  naming  any  variety  which  they  choose. 

A New  Blackberry 

The  Ford  Blackberry  created  at  the  Gardens  took  first 
prize  at  the  Massachusetts  Horticultural  Society  exhibi- 
tion, in  a competition  with  growers  throughout  New  Eng- 
land. 

This  new  berry  is  a seedling  from  the  Blower  Black- 
berry and  has  a much  longer  fruiting  season,  the  first 
berries  last  year  having  fruited  on  July  25  and  the  last 
during  the  week  of  the  Brockton  Fair. 
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
